THE COLLEGE COURSE. 


Learning, Like Vaccination, Does Not 
“Take” on Every One. 

In an article on “Shall the Girl Go 
to College?” Annette Austin writes in 
Suith’s: 

“Too much value cannot be accorded 
to a college course for girls who are 
eapable of taking it. Unfortunately, 
however, college, like vaccination, 
does not ‘take’ on everybody. 

“Tere it might be well to consider 
the advisability of sending a girl who 
desires to fit herself primarily for a 
housewife to a school ef doinestic sci- 
ence. ‘Why,’ asks a wother, ‘if my 
cirl does not intend to work for her 
living and if she really needs practical 
experience in homekeeping, should she 
not go directly to a school of domestic 
science, where she gets speedily and 
in concrete form the latest) methods 
of cooking, house furnishing and car- 
jug for children? 

“If you are truly convinced that the 
best way to prepnre for a vocation is 
to learn the details of fits practice in 
a detached form, entirely away from 
all other related facts in life, by all 
means send your girl to a domestic 
science school as soon as possible. But 
f course in domestic science without 
the preliminary mental discipline of 
at least two years in college is a very 
poor investment for the future. 

“To go through the forms of mixing 
so many ounces of flour and so many 
cups of butter to make a pound of 
eake, to bind up the broken finger of 
a wooden manikin and to practice lay- 
ing a table for a model luncheon for 
six is not learning to be a housewife. 
It is merely putting in a stuffing of 
surface details on a foundation of 
sand, 

“Still, if your girl fs delicate and un- 
able physically and mentally to sur- 
vive the more strenuous discipline of 
college it would be better to send her 
to a school where her mind will not be 
too severely taxed. It would be more 
humane to have her dabble delightedly 
in fancy desserts than to let her suffer 
in the maze of physics and. philoso- 
phy.”

It will be remembered that during 
the Boxer troubles of 1900, Christian 
civilization was disgraced by the loot- 
ing of the Empress Dowager’s palace 
in the inner city of Pekin by the 
troops of European tations. After- 
wards this loot, containing all that 
was most precious in Chinese arts 
and crafts, was piled up in the public 
cya and accessible to the many 
adventurers that thronged the city. 
This was destined ‘to have a sequel 
right here in Toronto. 

A few years ago there came to To- 
ronto a dealer in curios and objects of 
art, and among the things he had 
for sale was a spun metal rug, which 
he declared was of Chinese workman- 
ship and of great antiquity, although 
he did not know much about its his- 
tory. He finally sold it to a firm of 
local architects who collect such 
things, for the sum of $40. “They*kept 
it in the office for months, and one 
of the partners became doubtful of 
its authenticity because it, appeared 
so fresh in color and texture. Finall 
they sold it to a very well-known deal- 
er in antiques for $70. This dealer 
kept the rug lying in his warehouse 
for another considerable period, and 
being unable to dispose of it, offered 
to sell it back to the architects who 
declined to repurchase.

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KING AS BILLIARD PLAYER. 


As Young Man He Was a Pupil of 
Famous John Roberts. 


King Edward, according to de- 
spatches received from England, is 
tiring of bridge, and is ge up bil- 
liards as less sedentary, and as af- 
fording a certain amount of postpran- 
dial exercise, very beneficial to an 
elderly gentleman of the somewhat 
full habit of the King. 

To judge from the oar oa one 
would imagine that the King was tak- 
ing up billiards as something alto- 
gether new. But the fact of the mat-- 
ter is that he was formerly an adept 
at the game, having as a young man 
been one of the most apt pupils of 
John Roberts, 8Sr., father of the pres- 
ent billiard champion in England. 
During the first twenty years of his 
marriage, indeed, Edward VII. enjoy- 
ed the reputation of being one of the 
best amateur players in the United 
Kingdom,* his only formidable rival 
in this réspact, being his legal adviser 
and crony, Sir Charles Hart, who died 
as recorder of London. 

He imparted his skill and his fond- 
ness for the game to his two sons 
and three daughters, and many have 
been the exciting matches played by 
them in the splendid billiard room at 
Sandringham. The present Prince of 
Wales and his youngest sister, the 
Queen of Norway, are particularly 
clever with the cue, Queen Alexandra 
contenting herself with the role of 
marking. 

In fact, the billiard room at San- 
dringham used to be a favorite after 
dinner resort, and was particularly at- 
tractive with its beautiful white pan- 
elling, and in rich relief against the 
white background, a series of exquis- 
itely painted sporting pictures, in 
which some of the favorite horses of 
the King are immortalized. In a 
giess case against the wall is the 
King’s own cue, a beautiful specimen 
of Canadian workmanship, and me- 
morial of his visit to the Dominion 
half a century ago; while alongside, 
in a glass case, is the favorite eue of 
the late Duke of Clarence. It was the 
death of that prince, so devoted to 
the game, that caused the King, as 
well as his children, to give up bil- 
liards for long afterwards.

Such was 
the declaration of Miss Christabel 
Pankhurst in February this year, af- 
ter denouncing the Liberal Govern- 
ment as ‘‘a Cabinet of poltroons and 
cowards.” 

Migs Pankhurst is the eldest of 
Mrs. Pankhurst’s daughters. Four 
years ago she applied to be admitted 
a3 a law student at Lincoln’s Inn, 
but was refused admission. At pres- 
ent, she says, woman’s only place in 
the law courts is in the witness-box 
or the dock, and that she considers

a disgrace. Her position in the Suf- 
fragettes’ Union is that of organizing 
secretary, and she is undoubtedly a 
tower of strength to the movement, 
alike as a speaker and when “hec- 
kled” at public meetings, for her 
replies are generally apt and good- 
natured, and often humorous. 

Mrs. Pankhurst, president of the 
Union, and-Suffragette commandress- 
‘in-chief, has been thrown in the mud, 
kicked, stunned by a gang of political 
hooligans, suffered imprisonment for 
her cause, etc., etc\ She it was who 
planned and directed the great suf- 
fragette raid on the House of Com 
mons last year, for which fifty women 
were sent to jail. At one time, whilst 
a member of a sub-committee on the 
food of the Manchester workhouse, 
she learned that every inmate was 
given a large piece of bread at each 
meal, served in one piece, half of 
which was often not eaten. To save 
this waste, she induced the guardians 
to serve the bread in small pieces, 
and this, allowing each of the paupers. 
to take what they liked, resulted in 
quite a substantial waving. 

Mrs. Drummond may regarded 
as the great strategical general of the 
suffragettes. She it was who this 
summer led the great Hyde Park de- 
monstration, and who resorted to the 
naval campaign, which. brought a 
launch into the territorial waters of 
the House of Commons for her to 
address members dallying on the 
terrace. At a certain meeting ‘n 
John street schools the audience 
established her on the platform in 
front of Mr. Churchill, and gave her 
ten minutes to speak, which she took 
the liberty of making into half an 
hour, Mr. Churchill’s emotions‘ on 
the occasion are not recorded.

MONTREAL’S NEW SQUARE. 


Site of Old Ship Fever Hospital Sta- 
tion Is Chosen. 


Another square has just been com- 
pleted by the road department of 
Montreal and next:spring will be laid 
out in walks. with grass and trees 
planted. It blots out what has been 
an eyesore to the residents of MeCord 
street and the locality for more than 
a quarter of a century. The new 
square has been laid out on the north 
side of the approach to the Welling- 
ton Bridge, almost facing St. Ann’s 
Roman Catholie Church. 

The site during the ship fever days 
of 1847 wes a hospital station for 
many of the brave sisters, priests 
doctors and laymen, who faced death 
in ministering to the wants of the 
stricken victims. Many of these noble 
spirits fell in the performance of a 
Christian duty. Among others, Mr. 
John E. Mills, who was at the time 
Mayor of Montreal, and courageously 
did his duty as first citizen and mag- 
istrate. Wellington and MeCord 
streets were barricaded at this point. 
so that those attending the fever p?- 
tients could not enter the citv. Prob- 
ably the venerable Canon Ellegood 
is the only survivor of the workers 
of those terrible drys. There is a feel- 
ing among the citizens that it would 
be an appropriate act to name the 
new square after the heroic Mayor 
Mills. 

The property was acanired by the 
city at the price of $50,000 for a 
square, on the south side approach 
to the bridge, where i* deposited. the 
lenge boulder to the victims of 1847.
